The result, thus 
tested, more than equals the calculations of our elec- 
toral committee. Of the 109 new M.P.s voting for 
Mr. Fagan’s bill, we find 60 to be gains to us, and of 
the 41 votes against it, 22 to be losses to us; giving 
a clear gain of 38 votes on the English and Scotch 
elections. 

In 1855 and 1856 we were able to carry to a divi- 
sion, notwithstanding those absentecisms which the 
best arrangement cannot wholly avoid, 250 votes and 
pairs, independently of, and even in opposition to, 
Government. If the above analysis represents, as we 
have endeavoured to make it, not Lord Palmerston’s, 
but our portion of the increased majority, it is ob- 
vious that our strength in the Legislature is now 
such as must lead to most serious question if it fails 
to produce its fruit. Our friends will see, by our 
thus putting the case, that we are fully conscious of 
our responsibilities.

THE SCOTCH GENERAL ASSEMBLIES. 


The annual meeting of the General Assembly of | 


the Church of Scotland, at Edinburgh, commenced 
on the 2lst instant. The seasion was opened in the 
Assembly Hall, with the usual formalities, by Lord 
Belhaven, the Lord High Commissioner. The As- 
sembly elected as its Moderator, Dr. Robertson, 
Professor ,of Church History in the University of 
Edinburgh. The subjects discussed this session have 
been, generally, of local interest. But the state of 
education did not pass unnoticed. A resolution was 
mlopted expressing regret that no progress hal been 
maie towards the improvement of the schools, or in 
the provision for the teachers ; and the Schools Com- 
mittee were instructed ‘‘to lose no opportunity to 
promote the success of any measures that may be 
proposed calculated to promote the efficiency of the 
parochial schools, and the interests of the school. 
masters, consistently with the instructions of former 


years.” During the proceedings, the Fortingall case 
was <i “l of. A Mr. Fergusson had been pre- 


sented by Sir Robert Menzies to the parish of Fortin- 
gall, in the presbytery of Weem. Objection was 
taken to Mr. Pongeeve on the part of some of the 
people that his discourses were too flowery and 
oratorical.

Aberdeen’s act leaves no appeal. 


The Assembly of the Free Church also met on the 
Qist. They elected Dr. Julius Wood as Moderator, 
and continued their sittings pari passu with those of 
the Established Church. According to the state- 
ment of the Moderator the total sum raised for the 
various objects of the Free Church during the year 
ended 3lst March, 1857, was 308,875/. 0s. 3jd., 
being for the sustentation fund, 110,201/. 7s. 7d. ; 
building fund, 43,433/. 2s. 9d. ; aan fund, 
87,8701. 198. 2}d.; missions and education, 
48,8568/. 2s. lld.; and for miscellaneous purposes, 
18,5112. Os. 3jd. The total amount of investments 
for behoof of schemes in connection with this deno- 
mination, exclusive of buildings, sites, burying- 
grounds, and furniture, is 152,697/. 17s. ll4d. The 
revenue for the previous year, ending March, 1856, 
was 288,802/. ; and for the year ending March, 1555, 
308,050/. Since the separation from the Established 
Church, thirteen years ago, the sum total collected 
for all purposes by the Free Church has amounted to 
3,900, 0002, 

There was no business of special interest before 
Tuesday, the 26th, when a motion to postpone the 
election of professors was negatived by 252 to 92. 
Dr. Beith, of Stirling, then proposed that Dr. 
David Brown, of Glasgow, be elected Professor of 
the Exegetical Chair in the New College, Edin- 
burgh.

Mr. Purves, Jedburgh, seconded 
the motion. Mr. Hutchison, Johnstone, proposed 
Dr. A. S. Patterson, of Hutchesontown Free 


Church, and appealed to his commentaries on the 


Epistles of John, the Epistles to the Thessalonians 
and the Hebrews, as evidence of his qualitications. 
Mr. Stark, Lanark, seconded the motion. Mr. 


Cousin, Irvine, proposed Professor Smeaton, Aber- 


deen. Mr. Edmonstone, Ashkirk, seconded the

The 
Rev. Mr. Welsh, of Broughton, moved that the 
assembly do not enter into the discussion of the over- 
ture, on the ground that it was brought forward in 
an informal manner. The motion having been 
seconded, Dr. Hanna said that he would rejoice if, 
on the ground of informality, we can avoid that 
yernlous vente on the edge of which we stand. 
Jr. Cancllish hoped the house would deal with the 
question exclusively on the merits. He did not 
sympathise with the fears of Dr. Hanna. He anti- 
cipated no peril from the discussion, though he did 
not want it. The resolution was condemned by Mr. 
Dunlop, M.P. ; and Lord Panmure, and Mr. R. John- 
ston, W.S., moved that the assembly pass from the 
overture to the other business. Dr. Candlish said 
his reason for acquiescing in the motion of Mr. John- 
ston, was the expression by influential members of 
this assembly, that if the Teneaien were gone into 
they would feel compelled to enter upon the defence 
of the part they had taken in signing the document 
condemned in the overture. He did not, however, 
believe that the discussion would disclose any anta- 
ronisin between the ministers and the laity. Lord 
Fanaave said he had no fear whatever of any per- 
sonal inconvenience in defending the document to 
which he had appended his signature. He had de- 
fended the Claim of Rights of the Free Church, and 
he would not allow the Presbytery of Glasgow to 
insinuate he had resiled from his opinion. He did 
not consent to any indiscreet haste in bringing about 
of the union, by appending his name to that paper. 
The remaining business was not of an important 
character. 

In reference to this discussion, the correspondent 
of the Glasgow Commonwealth says:— 


Yesterday's proceedings have served to show that 
there is a limit to leadership even in the Free Church. 
The intellect of that Church has revolted from its chief, 
We have borne no grudging testimony to Dr. Candlish’s 
ability; but the want of geniality of nature is a want 
which no mere cleverness can supply, and is rapidly tell- 
ing upon the position which Dr. Candlish has so long 
occupied. Already he topples on his throne, and change 
of tactics can alone stay an all but inevitable fall. 
Supremacy can no longer be secured by adopting the 
jargon of bigotry and exclusiveness.

Bisnhor oF ABERDEEN.—The Key. Dr. Thomas 
G. Suther, incumbent of St. Andrew’s. Aberdeen, 
has been elected a bishop in room of the late Bishop 
Skinner by a majority of the clergy of the diocese, 
thirteen voting for Dr. Suther and nine for the Rev. 
Patrick Cheyne. The new bishop belongs to the 
Evangelical party. 

Great Norruern Rattway Cuvurcu.—It has 
been decided to build a church at Doncaster for the 
spiritual instruction of the servants of the Great 
Northern Railway Company employed there. The 
edifice will cost about 4,000/., the funds for which, 
and for the endowment of the minister, have been 
provided by private subscription, through the agency 
of Mr. Denison, the chairman of the company. 
[This is the church which Mr. Denison desired to 
erect from the funds supplied by the company itself. ]

HONDURAS, 
To the Editor of the Nonconformia, 


DrAR Str,—The Legislature of this little Republic 
has just terminated its session. For the first time the 
free, sovereign, and independent State has been called 
upon to enter into direct treaty relations with first-rate 
foreign powers. The treaties of amity, commerce, and 
navigation lately celebrated by Mon. Herran on the part 
of Honduras, with France and England respectively have 
been ratified. The manner in which it is proposed to 
settle the question of sovereignty in the Bay Islands, 
viz., by restoring it nominally to this Govermnent, on 
condition that it is never to be exercised, is rather too 
transparent to be palatable. It is thou sht that a rem- 
nant of authority, or some apparent link of connection 
ought to be preserved, at least so far as to protect the 
coasts of the State from smugyling or filibustering enter- 
prises. The absence of any such provision, even in ap- 
pearance, vecasioned some prejudice against the treaty 
with Great Britain, and even endangered ite ratification. 
The President Guardiola expressed an opinion strongly 
opposed to it in his opening speech. As it is, those por- 
tions that relate to these matters have been left open for 
future settlement; but there appears to be a disposition 
to meet the British Government in any equitable ar- 
Among other things 
the Chambers have ventured to reduce the salaries of 
the bishop and canons, who, among four or five persons, 
manage to absorb— with a trifling exception—the tithe 
of the net proceeds of the whole State. The tariff of 
fees has also been considerably reduced, 
Twelve months ago I introduced, among other religious 
books, a Spanish translation of a well-written polemical 
tract by Napoleon Roussel, entitled *‘ La Religion del 
Dincro”—The Religion of Money. Copies of it were 
sent at once to the civil and ecclesiastical authorities, 
and other leading men. They arrived at the capital the 
very day after a new tariff had been published, raising 
the fee for christening to ope dollar, and that for a mar- 
riage to twelve. The effect seemed magical, and no one 
doubts that it greatly contributed to the present result, 
which reduces those fees by three fourths, or even 
more. 

As another consequence to this timely check put to 
sacerdotal avarice, | was seized by order of the Govern- 
ment, as it afterwards appeared, at the bishop's instiga- 
tion, and was brought under escort from Juticalpa to 
Tegucigalpa cight days’ trave]and was then ordered 
to leave the State forthwith.

Mr. St. John denies the claims of Louis 
to be styled a soldier or a statesman, and calls him a 
lean and slippered pantaloon, a pitiful old gentle- 
man, a mean and contemptible egotist, a smirking, 
grimacing old dancing-master, who corfupted the 
morality of France by his patronage of the most 
ignoble and loathsome of persons. ‘‘ No mere descrip- 
tion (says the Atheneum) can give an idea of the 
contents of this vast, wonderful, and useful work, 
which embraces personal history from the King te 
his scujlions. Even the abridgment by Mr. St. John 
can afford only a representation of the mighty whole. 
It is a book by itself, as the author was a man sui 


igeneris, ‘a literary man though a noble,’ as Mr. St. 


John remarks; and could he have had more sym- 
pathies with the people, we might then add, that he 
was a patriot also.” Sir Arthur Elton, the new 
member for Bath, whose election for that city was 
welcomed by men of all parties, is a candidate for 
literary as well as political honours.

The wealth of this traditional poetry 
of which a very small part only can be traced 
into broad-sheets and chap-books, was almost 
unknown and unsuspected until the publication 
by the “ Percy ety,” in 1846, of the first 
edition of the volume now reproduced and ex- 
tended in the present work. It is to Mr. James 
Henry Dixon, the compiler and editor of that

this collection of peasant rhymes has become one 
of the most curious and interesting volumes in 
the history of our national poetry. Since the 
Percy Society’s publication, Mr. Dixon has 
laboured on, collating, collecting, and revising ; 
and now permits Mr. Bell to enrich the Annotated 
Poets by the result of his labours, in the inclusion 
of this remarkable work in that valuable series. 
The materials of this collection are principal] 

from three sources,—rare volumes and saced 
sides, the manuscripts of private persons, and the 
oral recitation of the peasantry. The contents are 
of uliar interest and of historic value, as ex- 
hibiting the habits of life, the feeli thie Jocnl 
customs, the festivals, and the pastimes, of the 
country-people of various generations.

worked his way to conclusions, which he now reverently 
but fearlessly utters to the world. The theological 
opinions asserted seem to us largely defective, and to 
some extent radically erroneous: but the author so cer- 
tainly preserves the essence of the Gospel announce- 
ments—the love of God, the gift of Christ proceeding 
thence, the work of the Christ for the reconciliation of 
sinners to God, and faith therein for the realisation of 
salvation—that we unaffectedly answer to his earnest 
and affectionate words ‘‘ to the reader,” that ‘‘ we shall 
be friends, reconciled to each other,” because, we trust, 
“both reconciled to our Lord.” It is impossible to 
notice this book in the spirit of mere criticism,—it is to 
such an unusual extent the solemn and tender utterance 
of the whole religious thought and experience of its 
author,—so sincere and candid,—so evidently the pro- 
duct of a lively sense of duty, and of duty undertaken in 
a deeply responsible spirit. Nor has the writer been in 
haste to announce ‘‘new views:” it is only “‘after a 
quarter of a century’s inquiry and trial ;” that he thus 
urges on others the consideration of the things he lays 
before them.” 

Perhaps Mr. Hamilton formerly too much confined his 
reading to the so-called ‘‘ evangelical” works produced 
in a particular section of the Church; and has hardly 
understood the views, and appreciated the spirit, of the 
great body of orthodox Christians. We judge this from 
the following passage, occurring in a prefatory sketch 
of his own manner of inquiry for the truth :—for as- 
suredly, there are multitudes in our Nonconformist 
Churches, and not a few among the eminent writers be- 
longing to those Churches, who would profoundly assent 
to all that is taught in this passage, in the fullest signi- 
ficance of its words :—

—we “dare not refrain” from intreating Mr. Hamilton 
still to suspect himself of error,—not to suppose that he 
has appreciated the whole doctrine of Christianity in 
reaching the positive conclusions on which we agree with 
him ; and to be, as we doubt not he will be, as simple- 
minded and open to conviction in his further pursuit of 
Truth, as he has been in seeking emancipation from 
views by which the and fitnoss to man of Chris- 
tianity had been obscured and hidden from him. Mr. 
Hamilton’s fatal defect is to see and to dwell strongly on 
some particular side or angle of truth, and, for the time 
being, to ignore if not even to deny, any other possible 
ngle or side thereof. The felt deficiency of certain 


the most widely-distributed and peculiar | 


forms and tendencies of a popular theology, and the per- 
ception that thus Christianity is toa large extent mis- 
conceived and distorted, would seem to have involved 
him in the intense assertion of simply antithetical pro- 
positions : and these he the more intensely insists on, 
because they have been to him, in his own course of 
thought and spiritual growth, a rescue from what might 
have become scepticism and despair. But when he at- 
tempts to cover the whole ground of religious truth and 
expectation with some two or three principles such as 
are contained in the extract we have made, he both mis- 
appreciates what that wide ground demands, and does 
violence to the very principles he applies. He writes, 
also, on some questions—on Atonement and the Future 
World, for instance—pretty much as a man might be 
supposed to think and write on them if the whole body 
of the New Testament epistles were unknown to him,— 
as if there had been no development of Christian doc- 
trine by apostles, whose “‘seals of apostleship” were 
recognised by the contemporary church, and whose au- 
thority in matters of doctrine cannot be questioned 
without questioning the validity of the Christian con- 
sciousness, and of the testimonies of the Church, from 
the earliest to the latest times. Not that there is any 
doubt in the author’s mind, as to the epistles being a 
part of that which he so reverently treats as “‘ God's 
Word, proven to be such ;”—not that they are not some- 
times quoted (as in the important sections of the book, 
specially entitled ‘‘On Religious Truth,” and ‘* The 
Word of God and the Perversions of Men”):—but, 
there is no evidence of large and intimate knowledge of 
these latest ‘* ” or of clear insight into the 
development and application of the characteristic ‘‘ doc- 
trine of the cross” therein contained. 

Having spoken freely our impressions of the defects 
of the book, we willingly again confess to its depth of 
spirit, its noble love of truth, its fearlessness yet modesty, 
its pure intention and most Christian feeling. Further, 
Mr. Hamilton writes with singular clearness, terseness, 
and polish :—some of his aphoristic sayings would shine 
in any collection from our best writers, and are worthy 
of perpetual preservation. There is great wealth and 
beauty of thought in the book, altogether apart from its 
peculiarities of religious opinion. It is well worth the 
attention of the thoughtful—may, to minds of a quiet 
depth, . bring suggestions that refresh, while they 
stir, the soul—and will, at least, incline all frank-hearted 
Christian readers to a tender sympathy with the author, 
though they refuse to admit as true many of the views 
he has most decisively taken.
